prominent fishermen have register­ 
ed complaints against county can­ 
ning companies regarding the pollu­ 
tion ol st repins caused by waste m at­ 
ter being dumped into streams. 
One specific instance that was 
cited in the complaints was that of 
the Musselman Canning company, 
Biglerville 
It 
was charged 
that 
waste matter from this company 
dumped into Conewago creek had 
so polluted the creek that all fish 
had been killed, farmers were un­ 
able to use the water for their cat­ 
tle 
and that the 
pollution 
had 
caused considerable annoyance to 
residents along the creek. 
Complaints were registered with 
Mr. Sheely and with the state fish 
and game commission.
